Two members of the! Board of Man- 
agers of the National Soldiers’ Homes, 
Col. Len A. Harris and Col. J. B. Thomas, 
#6 | Governor of the Home at Dayton. O. 
—the greatest of all the homes—accom- 
panied by Col. H. H. Markham, the 
resident member of the board, have ar- 
rived at the Santa Monica Home, and 
will remain long enough to make the 
usual inspection, and to listen to any 
complaints that may be made.

Lawrence, the American Naval 
Hero—“Don’t Give Up tLe Ship” 


man.” 


Capt. James Lawrence, the Ameri- 
can naval hero, was born at Burling- 
ton, N. J., October 1, 1781. He entered 
the navy as a midshipman in 1798, and 
was promoted to the lieutenancy in 
1802. Lawrence distinguished him- 
self at the bombardment of Tripoli, 
and rose toeminence in the war of 
1812. He was given the command of 
the Hornet, and near the mouth of the 
Demerara River he captured the Brit- 
ish war sloop Peacock, February 24, 
1813, for which service he received 
from Congress a gold medal, and was 
promoted to the command of the Ches- 
apeake. Capt. Lawrence was mortally 
wounded in the engagement with the 
British frigate Shannon, October 1, 
1813. This was the most desperate 
sea-fight of the war, the Americans 
not surrendering until nearly all their 
officers were killed or wounded. Capt. 
Lawrence, while being carried below, 
— his since celebrated exclama- 


“DON’T GIVE UP THE SHIP!” 

He died in Halifax, July 5th. This 
distinguished officer lies buried in 
Trinity Churchyard, New York, where 
his monument ia the chief object of in- 
terest. 

Emperor Paul I. of Russia, son of 
the Empress Catherine II. and Czar 
Peter III., was born October 1, 1754. 
The harsh treatment which he received

from his mother unsettled his faculties
